Turning next to Mrs. Williams, ho 
said she was bom In 1867 at 
Idaho stage coach station operated 
by her father near StreVell on the 
Old Oregon trail. He reviewed her 
days as a youngster traveling In 
covered wagon throughout the west 
with her father, a mining prospector. 

The year 1904, he said, found Mrs, 
Williams In Ketchum where she op- 
erated a hotel and her husband, E. 
B.' Williams, was postnjaater. Later 
that- year they moved to Twin Falls 
and managed the Perrlne hotel from 
the time It was built In 1005 until 
,1017. Shortly afterwards they open- 
ed the Idaho.-theater. 

Charles M. Smith came to Twin 
Falls from Oklahoma where he took 
part In the "ran" Into the Sac and 
Fox Indian country when It was 
opened for settlement In 1801. Smith 
established the first Industry, a con- 
crete block manufacturing concern. 
He was a life-long active figure In 
the city's business circles, and owned 
several ranch and city properties. 

As a last salute, Tofflemire paid 
tribute to 0. E. Bisbee. who died 
early Thursday alter living In Twin 
Falls nearly 48 years. Ha called 
Bisbee Magic Valley's major pub- 
licist with the more than 2,000 pic- 
tures he took as the city's first 
photographer.

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OUR PUBLIC HIGHWAYS 

Highway users, meeting In Washington, for 
once heard a-cheerful lorecast on the sub- 
'- Ject of road building. They were told that 
frbm now on the^re ought to be a, rapid In- 
creixse In construction. 

The prophet was Albert Bradley, chairman 
. of the National Highway Users conference. He 
says the roadblocks that have )3een in. the way 
for the past 12 years have been removed. 

Qovenunent controls, high interest rates 
on the financing of projects. Insufficient 
manpower and shortages of such vital ma- 
terials as steel are among the deterrents 
lately eliminated. 

If Bradley Is correct In his appraisal, then 
the mere motorist, looking at the nation's 
highways ffbm something less than a a«- 
tached view, can only munher: "It Is nonp 
too soon. 

By It li axbmmonplace that the coun- 
try hasn't been keeping up either with the 
' need for new highways or the maintenance of 
the old.'WB.rfl.llLnoLfot-the continuing, trend 
toward boldly engineered turnpikes, the high- 
way picture today would probably be much 
blacker. .' 

Obviously this trend Is gathering pace, and 
before too many years It may be possible to 
drive over turnpike routes from ^ew England 
and New York to Denver andpallas, as well as 
southward to Miami from the east and mid- 
west. 

But these roads are financed by sale of 
revenue b6nds to the public, noi through 
regular government funds. In the absence of 
an imaginative attack on highway problems 
W others, the authorities who favor turn- 
pikes are bound to carry the day. This kind 

: of road expansion will go on. 

[ Yet It Is fair to ask the question: How far? 

I The traveling public has shown a willingness 

■ to pay for smooth, unimpeded progress on 
roadways engineered to match the present 
day' automobile. But a highway network is 
more than a few turnpikes, more even than a 
few per state. 

What it gets down to Is that the federal and 
' state governments must modernize and re- 
oast their thinking to develop a truly ade- 
quate plan for financing the vast highway Im- 
: provements which must go hand In hand with 
' the growth of turnpikes. 
; Bradley says the bars to this sort of de- 
J-Velopment-are-niow-dowiuJt remains to bei 

■ seen what public authorities can do to trans- 
: late this opportunity Into the reality of a fully 
; modern highway network for the United 
y States.

Fathers and mothem of adolescent 
boys and girls ore hTird put to it 
nowadays — when there is so much' 
talk about delinquency — to make 
certain the children are in places 
where they are comparatively sate 
from harmful associations, If not In 
actual trouble. There is nothing 
that adolescent boys and girls re- 
sent so much as anxious watchful- 
ness. 

These children long to be grown- 
up enough to fee freed of supervi- 
sion, so that only their own will and. 
desire guide them. InwSfdlyTlhey 
know that they are not wholly able, 
not quite lit as yet to go on this 
basis, so there is within them al- 
ways a certain strain as they are 
pulled one way by parents and an- 
other by their own great hunger 
for free action. This Is so, even 
when what they want to do would 
be cheerfully approved by their 
parents and teachers. They want 
to be free of either approval or dis- 
approval when making their deci- 
sions, and afterward, -when thej 
have acted, they long for that ap- 
proval with a mighty longing. 

Of couite, vrtien there is com- 
plete confidence betwen parents 
and dhlldren such a situation does 
not arise, but when was that the 
state of affairs? Seldom. 

Parents, knowing the Inexpe- 
rience of the children, their weak- 
nesses, cannot help feeling; anxious 
and the children, knowing that this 
anxiety is going to'limit their free- 



dom, ore protecting It by silence 
which their parents Interpret as a 
lack of Qonf(dence. It Is, on both 
sides. 

Maybe the old rule-"assume a 
vtetue, W you have It not"— would 
help. • Suppose instead of showing 
anxiety by probing questions, we 
suggest that a certain hour would 
be fine for homecoming, and leave 
a margin of a quarter hour for the 
demonstration of Independence? 

Suppose that we listen more . and 
question— lBnHa~wair Tor an In- 
dication of a tendency to start into 
forbidden grounds before issuing 
an order. Suppose we gave more 
thought, a keener quality of Intel- 
ligence, to setting the stags for 
desirable behavior? Suppose we 
confided some family scheme to 
this fledgling youth B9 as to allow 
a spreading of his ego that gave 
him a feeling of bigness and Im 
portance. One must, like Alice, run 
fast to stay in the same place bS' 
side an adolescent youth.
